I want to thank the members of the Commission for service 
far beyond the call of duty. Little did you know, six years ago, 


what you were getting into. But what a job you have done. 


Everywhere I go in this state, people come up to me and tell 
me how grateful they are that this Commission has listened and 
cared about the rising rate of hate violence in California. 

Our data is woefully inadequate. But we believe that hate crimes 


are up by at least 20% in the last couple of years. 


Many times these crimes leave no physical scars, but the 
emotional and psychological damage can be tragic. So often it is 
not only the victim who suffers, but a whole community which 


feels the pain of isolation and fear. 


Sometimes just to listen is an important act of healing, and 
this Commission has listened with its heart as well as with its 
ears. But you have done much more than that. You have proposed 


solutions. 


a ie eS ee corre SD Ss i 
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Now we must make those solutions work. 


We have already passed the historic Bane Civil Rights Act, 
which strengthened criminal penalties for hate wieleacs ih 
California. We’ve made the Ralph Civil Rights Act work for 
victims of hate crimes. And we’ve won passage of the hate crimes 


data collection bill. 


But so much remains to be done. The data collection system 
exists on paper but not in reality. It has never been funded. 
So we still don’t know the full extent of crimes of bigotry and 


hatred. 


Your key recommendation for local data collection and human 
relations centers has been defeated in the legislature. And 
there is still a tremendous need for training for law enforcement 


and for students, teachers and administrators in our schools. 


It would take just a little money, and just a little 
leadership from the Governor, to make such a big difference in 


the climate of tolerance and respect for diversity in this state. 


For less than $2 million, we could have the best data 
collection system, and the strongest coordinated response to hate 


violence in the nation.

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Two million dollars -- out of a budget of $50 billion. 
That’s not much money for a state whose future depends so totally 
on the ability of different peoples and cultures to live and work

So I promise you this. If I am Governor of this state we 
will find that $2 million. And we will make a commitment to a 
California where every person, of every race, creed, and color, 


shares to the fullest in the American dream. 


So I accept this report with gratitude and with 
determination that some day we will not need a commission such as 


this. 


Some day young people will look back and wonder how crimes 
like the murder in Bensonhurst, and the terrible massacre in 


Stockton, could ever have happened. 


Some day, thanks to the work you have begun, hatred and 


bigotry will pass from our children’s memories in California.
